The White Citizens Councils and 
Klans shout, in ignorance and ar- 
rogance, that they do not give a 
damn if the newspapers of Africa, 
Asia, South America and Europe 
are looking at pictures of mobs 
beating students with lead pipes 
and clubs. Nor do they give a 
damn what the radios and tele- 
visions of the world are saying. 


But, the fathers and mothers 
of the South and the nation do 
care. The men who direct the 
future of this country care. The 
legendary grapes of wrath and 
grief are being trampled out. 


The South should make up its 
mind on the basis of morality— 
and not because its brutal toughs 
have, for a time, taken over 
areas of three Alabama cities 
and carried out their violence all 
but unmolested until police be- 
latedly arrived. But if Alabama 
and other states which will be 
tested cannot make up their col- 
lective mind to do what is right, 
then they can thank Gov. Patter- 
son for showing them the other 
side of the coin. 


Gov. Patterson has reaffirmed 
his state’s determination, in de- 
fiance of federal law, to select 
those citizens who may travel 
on buses in his state. His troop- 
ets will inspect buses and eject, 
presumably arresting, those. who 
they decide are not eligible. 


Law 


Here again we see a Southern 
state committing itself to a posi- 
tion it Cannot long sustain. There 
may be more mobs. Her toughs 
may conspire in other states. 
But. in the end, the right of an 
orderly citizen to travel on a bus 
will prevail. 

Gov. Patterson illustrates the 
dilemma of other Deep-South gov- 
ernors. He is in a very real sense 
a captive of all his previous crit- 
icism of federal courts and his 
pledges to maintain state laws in 
conflict with federal laws. 


The toughs, hearing a gover: 
nor make such heated charges, 
cannot .be other than encouraged 
in their own forms of lawless- 
ness. 


The loud cries from Alabama 
for law enforcement also require 
study. They may mean enforcing 
only Alabama laws which defy 
the United States Constitution. 


Whatever views one may have 


about the wisdom of the students | 


who decided to test the law, it 
is. necessary to keep in mind 


they did not provoke any disor- 
der. They passed through sev- 
eral other Southern states with- 
out incident. It was not until they 
reached Alabama that mobs gath- 
ered. In neither Anniston, Bir- 
mingham nor Montgomery did 
police prevent their concentra- 
tion about bus stations ahead of 
the arrival of the travelers. The 
students are merely passive pas- 
sengers in the bus. All Alabama 
had to do was allow them to ar- 
rive and depart. 


The students are entirely with- 
in the law. 


Yet Alabama seeks to arrest 
them and the U.S. marshals. Mob 
members are still at large. 


Parallel 


There is here a deadly parallel. 
In time not even Gov. Patterson 
can be too comfortable in en- 
dorsement of it.

Johnson Lands in Bermuda,

KINDLEY AIR FORCE BASE, Bermuda (UPI)—Vice President 
Lyndon B. Johnson landed here Monday night after a 13%-hour 
flight from Athens, Greece, at the end of his Far Eastern

“From this meeting there is 
the possibility of attaining a bet- 
ter understanding between my- 
self and Chairman Khrushchev 
and also a better understanding 
between the two countries,’’ Ken- 
nedy said. 


“We have come through dif- 


ficult times,”” the President said, 
“and this in itself stresses the 
necessity of closer communica- 
tions between leaders of great 
powers and between their peo 
ples.”

Gen. Clay's Advice: 
Face Up To Reality 


The Governor’s Conference on Trade 
and Commerce is proving to be something 
more than a mere recital of progress and 
opportunities. It was shocked into stark 
reality yesterday when Gen. Lucius Clay, 
native Georgian and top national indus- 
trial executive, talked frankly to the as- 
sembled businessmen about the good and 
the bad in the state. 


Georgia should have one of the most 
favorable industrial climates in the na- 
tion, Gen. Clay said. It has a fine physical 
climate and a plentiful supply of labor. 
But since 1954 its industrial and economic 
development has not kept pace with the 
nation or even with our neighbors. 

Our progress is being slowed, the gen- 
eral said, by the desegregation problem, 
the county unit system, lack of knowledge 
of Georgia, fear that its basic interest is 
agriculture, not industry, and changes 
and uncertainties in state tax policies. 

As for the unit system, Gen. Clay 
pointed out there is a. general under- 
standing that the system “assures con- 
trol of the state by agricultural interests 
to the dissatisfaction of the city and in- 
dustry. .... Industry is always appre- 
hensive of political uncertainties.” 

Worry about the school situation and 
conditions which might develop within 
their plants and for their employes also 
is a potent factor. 

Also distributed to the businessmen 
vesterday was a study by the Industrial 
Development Branch of the Georgia. Tech 
Experiment Station pointing out some 
unpleasant facts. The state’s industrial 
growth in 1947 was the second highest in 
the South. By 1958 it had dropped to next 
to last with Arkansas. 

Gen. Clay did not suggest what the 
state do about these problems. He merely 
cited facts. His words were complemented 
by those of Mercer president, Dr. Rufus 
C. Harris, before the Atlanta Rotary Club. 

In an equally frank speech, Dr. Har- 
ris called on politicians to stop mislead- 
ing the people on the race issue and to 
“lead wisely if the people are to embrace 
the sense of mission, purpose, responsi- 
bility and dedication upon which our 
progress, if not our survival, depends.” 

Georgia can go the way of reaction 
and further decline. It can catch the 
vision of such leaders as Gens» Clay and 
Dr. Harris and embark upon the greatest 
era of progress in history.

Why JFK Decided 
To Meet Nikita 


WASHINGTON—The great risk being run by 
President Kennedy in agreeing to meet in June 
with Nikita Khrushchev is not whether he can 


control the terrible issues lying between them. It is not even whether 
he can dominate any large part of the freshet of resulting propaganda. 


The President will be content 
if only he can keep in the minds 
of the public a solitary point. 
This point is that he did not ac- 
cept the confrontation with the 
smallest hope of doing anything 
more than getting a first-hand, 
personal estimate of his Soviet 
antagonist. 

Kennedy does not want to dis- 
cuss questions of substance. But 
his danger is that Khrushchev 
will not accommodate him and 
will begin to feed out the line 
that something good and basic 
would have been done if only 
the American President had not 


obstinately refused to ‘come 
down to cases.” 
As to issues, there is no 


slightest prospect of the settle- 
ment of anything. As to propa- 
ganda in general, there is hardly 
the least possibility that Kennedy 
can prevent Khrushchev from 
selling to a very large part of 
.the World whatever extraordinary 
bill of goods he may choose. 

Why, then, does Kennedy go at 
all to see Khrt@®hchev, since the 
United States just took a defeat 
in the failure of the Cuban pa- 
triots’ invasion of Castro Cuba 
and is on the short end of the 
stick in trying to maintain some 
sort of anti-Communist position 
in Laos? 

To these questions, this column- 
ist attempts no answers of his 
own. Instead, he gives here 
answers from the White House. 

First, this is not a summit con- 


ference, for such conferences are 
intended to settle outstanding 
causes of friction. No such set- 
tlement is even contemplated 
here. Second, diplomatic discus- 
sions for a Kennedy-Khrushchev 
meeting such as this one, as dis- 
tinguished from a summit meet- 
jing, had been going on long be- 
fore Cuba. 

So—as the official explanation 
goes on—why permit Cuba or 
Laos to stand in the way? In- 
deed, might not a Kennedy re- 
fusal now to meet Khrushchev, 
because of Cuba or Laos, suggest 
that this nation was so de- 
moralized by these setbacks that 
the President was afraid to see 
Khrushchev? 

Every man will decide for him- 
self the worth of this reasoning. 
This -columnist's own opinion is 
that while the President is cer- 
tainly meeting Khrushchev when 
American power is low in this 
world, this alone is not enough 
to forbid the meeting. 

Kennedy is rightly sensitive to 
his deep obligation to try every 
honorable avenue toward peace.

ARIZONA—Far off to the north the rim of 


the Grand Canyon showed as a blue line against 

PBS the horizon. The pilot put the nose of the little 
plane down just a little. We wouldn’t #0 down deep in the canyon, 
he said, for it was dangerous in the afternoon. The thermals rising 
from the crags and buttes and mesas—the wild bleak mountains ris- 
ing from the canyon'’s floor—were tricky winds that could catch a 
little plane and toss it about like a blowing leaf. 


In the morning, he said, it was 
different. The air was still then, 
and you could go down deep — 
two or three thousand feet below 


the rim, and fly the Canyon like 
a swallow darting over the roof- 
tops dodging chimneys.

We 
let down just below the Canyon’'s 
rim, and it was a strange feeling 
to look up and see the gaunt cliffs, 
multicolored.in the sun, rising 
above us on every side. We flew 
first over the deep Y where the 
Little Colorado joins the Colorado 
itself, and here was a curious 
thihg. Some chemical in the wa- 
ter of the Little Colorado gave it 


the color of turquoise, a milky 
blue-green. 

The Colorado was a muddy red, 
carrying with it the sand and silt 
with which for millions of years 
it had carved out of the ancient 
rock the greatest of all the world’s 
deep canyons. And far below on a 
shelf of rock there was a glint of 
silver — a figment of bright metal, 
part of one of the two planes 
which collided over the Canyon 
and fell into it in the most fan- 
tastically improbable accident. in 
the history of aviation. 


We flew on for miles alongside 
and just above the great spires— 
the mountains that lie below the 
rim rock. And then a thermal 
caught us and lifted us up, above 
the rim, and we turned for Yuma 
and the green flat fields where

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I yield to no one in my ap 
preciation of the dedicated hon- 
est public official, and fortu- 
nately we have many such.

But, do 
we not wish that we could take 
all political activities and state- 
ments of ‘politicians at face 
value without feeling that many 
of them are undertaken primari- 
ly to mislead and confuse peo- 
ple?

lifespan and had occasion to sign

Button Gwinnett is a controver- 
sial figure in Georgia history. One 
critic termed him ‘ambitious, 
grasping for power, strong in his 
prejudices, intolerant of opposi- 
tion and violent in his hatreds.”’ 


The duel which cost him his life 
awakened little stir in a time of 
great conflict and turmoil 
throughout the colonies. Most 
news journals of the time report- 
ed the affair in one or two para- 
graphs.

In view of vulnerability, West 
could not safely overcall the 
opening heart bid and East could 
hardly risk a call at the level of 
three. It may be suggested that 
West might bid three diamonds 
after the opposition had reached 
game, but if partner were short 
in diamonds this could lead to a 
great disaster. A shaded takeout 
double originally, by West, is a 
possible solution to the problem 
since it permits East to enter the 
auction at a relatively low level. 


Against the game contract of 
two hearts West opened the king 
of diamonds. South ruffed the 
continuation and led a low heart 
to dummy’s eight. Had East tak- 
en this trick declarer would have 
been home. A. diamond continua- 
tion could be ruffed in dummy 
and later diamond forces would 
net the defense just three hearts 
and two diamonds. If East con- 
tinues trump, declarer scores 
three hearts, four clubs and a 
spade. 


But East allowed the eight of 
hearts to hold. Impressed with 
his own strength, declarer now 
tried the spade finesse losing to 
West's king. On the club return, 
South won and led a heart. The 
rude awakening came when West 
showed out. East cashed his two 
high trumps and continued with 
a diamond. This took declarer’s 
last trump and, when East got in 
with his surviving trump, the de- 
fense cashed sufficient diamond 
tricks to defeat the contract.

“We need the good will of the 
community, and yet we must 
obey the law.” 


Another factor, he said, it that 
industry needs to “upgrade”’ all 
its employes through company- 
operated training programs which 
must not be based on racial dis- 
crimination. 

Almost every major industrial 
firm today, he said, “is engaged 
to some extent in contract opera- 
tions for the government subject 
to the federal anti-discrimination 
laws.” 


Gen. Clay, whose company em- 
ploys about 1,400 Georgians and 
spends more than $30 million a 
year here, said other local condi- 
tions that might influence a com- 
pany not to come to Georgia in- 
clude: 


State tax laws which disallow 
deduction of federal income taxes, 
local taxation of inventories—re- 
sulting in plant shutdowns and un- 
employment at inventory time— 
and a proposed revision of the 
state income tax ‘which is not 
an indycement to new industry.” 


But he repeated, ‘“We do not feel 
overtaxed in Georgia as com- 
pared to other localities. We do 
believe that without loss of reve- 
nue, existing tax laws could be 
modified to encourage industry. 


“No corporation expects a free 
ride nor to be exempt from bear- 
ing its fair share of a state’s tax 
burden. No corporation is happy 
when its tax burden is increased 
in areas where property taxes 
are levied on assessed valuations 
of from 10 to 15 per cent of real 
values.”’

ASKED FOR HELP 


William Behen, whose regular

Behen said the deputies were 
asked for help Sunday night by 
state investigator Willie B. Paint- 
er, who was nearly overwhelmed 
as he and another ‘state officer 
tried to stem the mob’s rush.

Courts are 
authorized, indeed required, to 
decree relief effective to redress 
the violations, whatever the ad- 
verse effect of such a decree on 
private interests. Divestiture is 
itself an equitable remedy de- 
signed to protect the public inter- 
est.” 


Justices Felix Frankfurter, 
Charles E. Whittaker and Potter 
Stewart dissented.

This “Knee-Length Dress

The beach dress illustrated 
is made in black and white- 
striped cotton trimmed with a 
long-legged beach beauty in 
an eyelet bikini.

You'll Need. Two and one- 
fourth yards striped cotton 36 
inches wide; six yards double 
fold black bias tape; three 
yards wide bias tape in rose;

Cut five short strips 
of eyelet ruffling, three for 
bikini pantie and two for the 
top. Hand tack strips secure- 
ly to body in proper places. 
Cover heading of top row of 
eyelet on pantie and top by 
folding black tape’ in half and 
tacking it to eyelet heading. 
Sew little strips of black to 
feet to look like sandals. 


4. Cover puff with pink fab- 
ric. Cut out felt eyes and 
mouth and glue toe pink face. 
Draw eyebrows and nose on 
face with India ink. To make 
hair, cut five short strips of 
black tape in uneven lengths 
for bangs and tack in place. 
Cut two black strips 12 inches 
long and one 18'4 inches long. 


Braid the three strips to 
gether and tack strips together 
at bottom end.

JERUSALEM (?—Adofl Eichmann ordered Greek 
Jews shipped off tothe Auschwitz gas chambers despite 
a wartime typhoid epidemic raging in Greece, docu- 
ments submitted at the former Gestapo officer’s trial 


showed Monday. 


“Total and immediate deporta- 
tion,” was Eichmann’s answer to 
a subordinate’s warning about the 
epidemic. 


40,000 RESCUED 


The extermination of most of 
the Jews of Greece was contrast- 
ed with the story of the rescue 
of 40,000 Jews in neighboring Bul- 
garia by King Boris as Eich- 
mann’s trial entered its seventh 
week. 


Eichmann, charged with help- 
ing organize the murder of six 
million European Jews, sat in his 
glass-enclosed prisoner's cage 
busily scribbling notes. He looked 
his usual impassive self, despite 
an announcement he iss uffering 
fromn ervous tension. 


Israeli police said irregular 
heartbeats had been observed by 
EFichmann’s doctors on two occa- 
sions since the trial before an Is- 
raeli court began. 


IGNORED WARNING 


Evidence that Eichmann ig- 
nored the typhoid warning was 
contained in an affidavit taken 
from Dieter Wisliceny, a col- 
league of Eichmann hanged in 
1947 for war crimes.

RALEIGH, N.C. —Acting to save its scandal-touched basket- 
ball program, the consolidated University of North Carolina Mon-

Almost to a man, trustees stood up to signal approval of the 
stern de-emphasis measures invoked by President William C. Fri- 
day and his administration in the wake of bribery charges involv- 
ing players at the University in Chapel Hill and State College in 
Raleigh. Only three or four of the 100 trustees voted against the

A State of Confusion

Equally as ridiculous as the scholarship plan is the curb on 


scheduling outside foes, Under the new code, State and Carolina 


can schedule only two non-league teams per season. 


Abolishing the Dixie Classic is another move made without a 
great deal of logic. The Classic presented college athletic competi- 
tion on its highest level. It was an event endorsed by players, stu- 


dents and fans. 


It appears that the Carolinas are solving their problem via 
the ostrich system. They’re sticking their heads in the sand, 
making a few changes and hoping it doesn’t happen again. 


As mentioned here previously, the lawmakers can do more to 


correct the evils of college sports than all the educators combined. 
The velvet-gloved treatment New York D. A. Frank Hogan accord- 
ed the crooks in the latest swindle won't prevent a third chapter in 
the sordid book of college basketball. State laws, such as the law 
on the Georgia books, will. In Georgia an athlete or person engaged 
in point shaving or other forms of bribery “shall be deemed guilty 
of a felony, and upon conviction, shall be punishable by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for not less than five nor more than 20 
years.” 


A guy who knows he may be incarcerated for 20 years for 
going into the tank is more apt to be loyal to his school whether 
he’s from Rhodesia or Rhode Island or the ACC. 


—Sociological, Not Geographical 


Under the new code prescribed by Pres. Friday and the 
trustees, State and North Carolina are being steered into an im- 
possible middle-of-the-road program. They’re still sticking to the 
big-time platform of awarding grants to athletes and charging 
customers pro prices at the gate. Yet, the quality of basketball 
and football will dip sharply. 


Instead of alleviating the recruiting load, the isolation program 
adds weight. Forced to compete for players in such a limited 
area, competition will be fiercer than ever outside the arenas. The 
only way to curb alumni zealots is for an institution to adopt an 
amateur card. 


. Issue-no scholarships, charge no admission and schedule no 
big name foes and you'll have no trouble on the fix front. 


But you also erase an important segment of college life. 
Students at Johns Hopkins, saddled with a simon-pure program, 
spoke out last year for big time football. They were quoted as 
saying that they were far more interested in the Baltimore 
Colts and Navy than in Johns Hopkins’ games. 


If the coaches would make a careful character investigation 
of an athlete before awarding a grant, as Howard and others have 
suggested, it would be a step in the right direction. Proper coach- 
ing, once the boy arrives on the campus, and scrutiny of athletes 
in general would help.
